Country sentiment is strong against 
the Chicago newspaper dictation and

permitted to extend its tentacles over 


the state legislature, ,tate patronage 
and the state organization. 
Although Governor Yates protested 
against the reported offer to him of 
the ambassadorship to Mexico for the 
reason that the offer was in nature of 
a bribe, state patronage is being lav­ 
ishly used to keep the nose of the 
Yates boom out of water. 
It Is re­ 
ported that the DeKaib county dele­ 
gation is being held in line for ’V ales 
by force of a written agreement, said 
to have been entered into with the 
governor by which he has promised 
to appoint Lawrence sedgwick, 
a 
banker at Sandwich, as a member of 
the railroad and 
warehouse comm is 
sion to succeed Colonel Isaac L. El- 
wood of De Kalb. 
Colonel Eli wood is boss of the De 
Kalb delegation and 
is said 
to be a 
personal friend of Mr. .Sedgwick. 
De 
Kalb’s fifteen delegates were voted for 
Colonel Lowden several days ago, but 
were returned to the Yates column 
when it was discovered that Kane, 
Kankakee, Vermillion and Will coun­ 
ties did not join imrncdiatefy in the 
Lowden procession. 
The offer of a 
place on the railroad and warehouse 
commission is said to have been made 
after the DeKaib rush to Lowden. 
This is only one of many reported 
instances wherein the governor has 
used state jobs to prevent the dissolu 
tion of his boom.
